2 cakes of yeast 14% cup of sugar 
pinch of salt 4 eggs 

1 cup of milk 14 cup of shortening 
1 cup cold water 4 cups of flour 


Crumble yeast in small pieces. Stir in sugar and salt. 
Let stand 5 minutes until yeast is all dissolved. Add 
beaten eggs and beat real good. Bring milk and 
shortening to a boil or until shortening is melted;add 
cold water. Add 214 cups of flour to your yeast and 
egg mixture and beat in your milk mixture; add more 
flour until you have a stiff dough. Knead until dough is 
soft and pliable. Put in a greased bowl to raise until 
doubled in size. Make into cloverleaf or cinnamon rolls.
